Dear Mother:- 


I will now try and answer your 


kind and welcome letter I received 
a few days ago. Was real glad to 
hear from home and find you all well 
Well I am still in good health and 
gaining as fast as I have been in the 
past three months you will have to 
move the table out from the wall or 
I won't be able to get behind it. Ha! 
Well it is 10:30 A M. here and I dont 
suppose you are up yet. There is a 
bout 5 hours and 30 .minutes differ 
ence in the time here and 'back home 
The time starts at 1 A. M. and goes 
around to 24 P. M. Some time ago a 
fellow said he would meet me at 19 
o'clock at a certain place and I sure- 
ly had one H— of a time to get that 
hour in my head but I 
finally got 


straightened out and got there just 
the same. Well Mother we have the 
finest alarm clock here I ever have 
had any expeience with, it rings 3 
times every morning at five o'clock 
and it surely does do the wakening 
act. It is a cannon just out side of 
where we sleep. None of us knew any 
thing about it the first night we were 
here 
and there surely was 
some 


jumping done. I know I was on my 
feet. And if blood is any other color 
than red one fellow that sleeps next 
to me was wounded bad. Ha! Ha! 
him now. 
Well, France is a very 


pretty country what I have seen of it, 
but the villages are all very old fash- 
ion. They have high walls instead of 
yard fences. And the people live in 
one end of the house and 
the cows 


and chickens in the other end. They 
have very few horses or wagons 
They use mostly oxen and little mul- 


lave seen Paris since I wrote- to you 
he last time. It sure is a beautiful 
place. I received a letter from Mae 
On the hill. That was very nice of 
her to write me a line. Never heard 
rom Betha yet. When I get back 
there is going to be some hairpuling

I was just up to the kitchen 
we are having a good vegetable stew 
beef, freh tomatoes, carrots, beans 
jeef, fresh tomatoes, carrots, beans 
stew.

I carried through the streets on the 
I shoulders of the populace and kissed 


fcnd cheered wherever they appeared 
In public. 


And then Japan declared war against 


Germany ! Instantly there was a wild 
demonstration in the streets of Berlin, 
which would have resulted most disas- 
trously for the Japs who had so recent- 
ly been hailed as -friends but for the 
astonishing fact that every single Jap 
had succeeded in getting away from 
Berlin before the news of Japan's en- 
try into the war became generally 
known. 


In the absence of Japanese upon 


which to vent their spleen, the Ger- 
mans did everything they could to 
make life miserable for those who re- 
sembled Japs. The few Chinese who 
were there were terribly treated either 
because they were taken for Japs or 
because they were of the same race. 
The Siamese minister, Prince Traidos, 
who was one of my patients, told me 
that when his wife and children went 
out on the streets the .crowds followed 
them and Jeered, referring to the Jap- 


the moat lavish manner, although, of 
course, at that time the German com- 
missary was able to satisfy all the sol- 
diers' requirements. 


One of niy patients told me that she 


had sent seventeen hundred pounds of 
sausages to one regiment within a 
week, and when I asked her why she 
had be*en so generous she replied that 
her chauffeur was a member of the 
regiment! 


The extent to which the country's 


resources were squandered in those 
early months is evidenced by the fact 
that the soldiers had such an excess 
of ill-fitting woolen wearing apparel 
that they used many of the knitted ar- 
ticles as earpieces and covers for their 
horses. No one had the slightest idea 
that the time might come when the 
whole nation would be clothed in pa- 
per! 


At this late day it can hardly be

fied and confident attitude which all 
the Germans assumed. 


Two officers sitting at a table In an 


out-of-door cafe shortly after the war 
began overheard one of several ladles 
who were passing remark: "Look at 
those officers sitting there drinking.

Ing?" One of the officers got up and, 
approaching the ladles, said: "Our 
work was completed months ago. We 
worked from early morning till late at 
night on plans which our armies are 
now carrying out.

The war will be won by men and ships, by guns 
and airplanes. To raise armies and supply them, 
to build the navy and support it, and to furnish 
ships and transport, we must have money in 
large amounts. The expenditures of the Gov- 
ernment for the ensuing year are estimated 
at $24,000,000,000, a . sum which baffles the 
imagination to conceive. 
That vast amount 


must come one-third from taxes and two-thirds 
from loans. The success of the Fourth Loan, 
like those tha<; preceded it is, therefore, abso- 
lutely necessary. We must work with the 
highest speed, as if the war was to end in six 
months. We must prepare in every direction, 
as if it was to last for years. Speed and prep- 
aration are both expensive. 


Without the Loans We Cannot Have Either 


We are fighting to secure a just, righteous and lasting peaces 
For a complete peace we must have a complete victory. It 
must not be a peace of bargain or negotiation. No peace 
which satisfies Germany can ever satisfy us.

That would 
another war. Poland must be free. Slav republics must be 
established to bar the way between Germany and the East. 
Serbia and Roumania must be redeemed. All these things are 
essential. 
Nothing will bring them but complete victory 


and a peace dictated by as and our allies. It is a conflict 
of ideas. It is the principle of evil arrayed against the principle 
of good. It is the battle of freedom and civilization against 
barbarism and tyranny. We must win and we shall win.

1. Abraham's Call (v. 1), 
The new era inaugurated with Noah 


at its head ended in a colossal failure. 
In view of such failure God turned 
aside from the nation as such, and call- 
ed Abram out from his kindred and 
land, and placed him at the head of a 
new nation which he would train for 
himself. This call involved: 


1. A call to separation. He was to 


leave the place of his fond associa- 
tions for a land unknown to him. Obe- 
dience to this command meant the sev- 
erance of -three ties. 


(1) "His 
country in the oddest 


range of his affections. (2) His place i 
of birth and kindred, which cornea 
closer to his heart. (3> His father's 
house, as the inmost circle of all ten- 
der-emotions." All this must be cast 
off before the I/ord could get him inton 
the place of blessing! When kindred 
and possessions stand in the way of' 
love and service to Christ, one mustj 
renounce them (Matthew 10:37). 


2. A call to heroic tasks. For Abran; 


to go into a strange land and take pos- 
session of it for God called for the! 
heroic in him. It costs much to live 
the life of separation, but it is the only 
way to have God's favor. Those who 
are children of faithful Abram must 
trust God. 


II. God's Promise to Abram (vv. 


2:3). 


God's demand for separation was fol- 


lowed by a seven-fold promise—a gra- 
cious engagement on the part of God 
to communicate certain -unmerited fa- 
vors and to confer blessings upon him. 


1. "I will, make of thee a great na- 


tion." (v. 2.). This in some measure 
compensated for the loss of his coun- 
try. He escaped from the defiling in- 
fluences of his own nation, and became 
the head of a chosen nation. This was 
fulfilled in a natural way in the Jewish 
nation and in Ishrnael (Gen. 17:20), 
also in a spiritual seed embracing both 
Jews and Gentiles (Galatians 3:7-8). 


2. "I will bless-thee" -(v. 2). This 


was fulfilled 
(IX, Temporally- (Gen. 


13:14-17:24-35). He was enriched with 
lands and cattle, silver and gold. (2) 
Spiritually (Gen. 15:6; John 8:56). He 
was freely justified on the grounds of 
his" faith. The righteousness of Christ 
was imputed to him. 


3. "And make thy name great" (v. 2). 


He renounced his father's house, and 
became the head of a new house which 
would be venerated far and wide. He 
is known as the friend of God (James 
2:23). 


4. "Thou shalt be a blessing" (v. 2). 


It was a great thing to be thus honored 
and blessed by God, but to be the me- 
dium of blessings to others was greater 
still. It is more blessed to give than to 
receive. 


5. "I will bless them that bless thee" 


(v. 3). God so identified himself with 
his servant that he regarded treatment 
of Abram as treatment of himself. 
Christ so completely identifies himself 
with his people that he regards wrong 
done to them as done to himself. Since 
he was God's friend, God regarded acts 
performed toward Abram as performed 
toward himself. In all ages since thon 
the nations and individuals that have 
used the .Tew well have been blessed. 


6. "And curse him that curseth thee" 


(v. 3). The nations that have been 
nsrainst the .Tews have never pros- 
pered. While God at different times 
used 
the 
surrounding nations 
as 


scourges of Israel, he in turn punished 
them for their mistreatment of Israel. 


7. "In thee shall all families of the 


earth be blessed" (v. 3). This has been 
fulfilled (1) In the Jewish nation be- 
ing made the repository of the Oracles 
of God. Through them the Bible has 
been given to- the world. 
(2) The 


Bringing into the world of the Redeem- 
'er. 


(3) In the future time when the 


Jews shall be God's missionaries in 
carrying the good tidings of the Gospel 
to the ends of the earth. 


III. Abram's Obedience (vv. 4-9). 
Abrnm at onre departed out of his 


own land. He proved his faith by his 
works. lie did not arcane or parley. 
Neither did he demand some guaran- 
tee, but stepped out upon God's naked 
word. There were difficulties in his 
way, but faith in God made him brave. 
Fnith in God gives victory over the 
world. He worshiped God. 
To go 


into a heathen land and establish true 
worship requires a courageous faith.
